F ALL THE sailors converging on 
Q George Town, Exuma, for the Sixth 
Annual Out Island Regatta to watch

Another cause of complaint has been my recent neglect 
of the Lee Rail Vikings, that mythical band of yotters who 
care more for victory than they do for the manner of 
achieving it. I think, therefore, that I should make it clear 
that I do not invent these characters and that my sole 
province is to elect them to or deny them membership after 
they have been nominated by readers of this page. If there 
are no nominations I can take no action. 


More than a year ago Jocelyn Nash, whose articles have 
appeared in the small section of this magazine devoted to 
sailing, wrote me that she had a candidate for the Vikings 
who, she thought, deserved an honorary life membership. 
She listed his qualifications as follows: She and her husband 
had been crewing for a friend in a race for International 
Class sloops and were jogging along home under main and 
jib. A large twin-screw motor cruiser was observed ap- 
proaching broad on the port bow and as the collision angle 
didn’t change sheets were eased to let the motorboat pass 
ahead. But since the sailboat had the right of way the 
course was maintained. At the last possible moment, the 
burdened vessel not having changed her course or speed, 
Mrs. Nash, who had the helm of the sloop, bore off sharply 
in the hope that in paralleling the course of the motor boat 
she would let him slide harmlessly by. Whereupon her 
antagonist turned his bow away and by so doing threw his 
stern into the side of the sailboat. There was a crunch, but 
no great damage was done and the incident would have 
passed off as just one of those things if it hadn’t been for 
one other thing. This was a sworn statement of the motor- 
boatman to broker to the effect that he had 
been motoring down channel at a moderate speed, not 
bothering anvbody, “all of a sudden, without cause 
or provocation, a sailboat came up and hit me.”

Now if this motor boatman had maintained his course and 
speed for the purpose of winning a predicted log race I'd 
be glad to accept him as a member of the LRV. But since 
this aspect has not been adduced in the evidence I am 
obliged to believe that he was just a transplanted motorist 
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who didn’t know the rules of the road or look where he was 
going. Nomination declined. 


We'll have a glance at another case that comes to mind. 
In a certain congested harbor a skier was in the water pre- 
paring to get under way when a boat ran him down, frac- 
tured his skull and caused other injuries. The unfortunate 
victim thereafter filed a $750,000 damage suit against two 
cities, an amusement park corporation off whose shores the 
accident took place and three individuals. Two of the in- 
dividuals were the operator and a passenger of the boat 
which was about to take the skier in tow and they were 
accused of not warning him of the approach of the boat 
which ran him down. The whole kit and caboodle of them 
were charged with negligence and carelessness. If the skier 
had been skittering this way and that in a crowded channel 
at 20 knots and had collided with his buddies in the towing 
boat for the purpose of earning three-quarters of a million 
bucks from an insurance company I'd have accepted him 
as a member in our Lee Rail Vikings. That's just the sort 
of thing we have to avoid in our congested harbors and 
courts of law. But when he lets himself be run over by a 
boat and then accuses his pals of not looking where he 
wasn't going I suspect him of being lacking in esprit de 
corps. The older members of our select group would feel 
uncomfortable in his presence. 


Perhaps I should consult the records and let you know the 
kind of sportsmen we welcome in the LRV. Twenty-four 
years ago when the club was young and patterns of be- 
havior were being established there was a race whose course 
was reversed because of changed conditions. Walter Bar- 
num, an old shipmate of mine, who had come a long way 
to take part in the race, was the only one who noticed the 
indicator flag flying from the committee boat and the only 
one who sailed the course in the proper direction. The 
wrong-way Sailors in the included officers in the host 
club who finished one-two-three and were awarded the 
concomitant prizes. When Walter protested that all of them 
should have been disqualified the protest committee took 
the matter under advisement and gave him a special prize. 
The flag officers kept their prizes. When word of their 
reached the Lee Rail Vikings they were unani- 
mously elected to membership.

July 4. Once again, 35 to 40 of the finest sailing craft 
and crews will be on their way over 2,250 miles of ocean 
toward the Hawaiian Islands. Since the first race in June, 
1906, the challenge of the Trade Wind course from the 
Pacific Coast to Diamond Head has held a strong attraction 
for sailors. In 1959, as in 1957, a good segment of the 
crews will have been in the race three, four or even five 
times. To them, in their well-found ships, the race has settled 
into a matter of strategy, careful preparation, and the utmost 
in team effort of boat and crew. 

The conditions for the Honolulu Race are simple—“proceed 
from the starting line off San Pedro Harbor to a finishing 
buoy off Diamond Head on Oahu.” Motors are not sealed, 
but a certificate is required at the finish that no propulsion 
other than sail was used. The boats are allowed to use radio 
direction finders and to communicate freely by radio, but 
no radar, loran or other electronic navigation aids. 

Unlike the Bermuda and other long-distance races, the 
Transpacific YC daily conducts a radio roll call of every 
vessel, and each position is then repeated to the other com- 
petitors and to shore. Thus a race that may last from 10 to 
20 days for some of the competitors is not a journey in 
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social event aboard the competing craft, and is a safety 
measure. 

The matter of safety on an ocean passage, of course, is 
something for thought. There is the possibility of a man’s fall- 
ing overboard, as happened to L’Apache and to Nalu during 
recent races. A yacht may collide with heavy flotsam, as did 
Legend. And there is the ever present danger of fire, such 
as destroyed Jack Hedden’s craft in the last Acapulco Race. 
A safety inspection committee checks all of the boats for 
safety gear, fire protection and general seaworthiness. They 
require special life-saving equipment including detachable 
life rings with 12-foot bamboo poles, with which a swimmer 
could more easily be found. It is a credit to the seamanship 
of the Honolulu Race fleet that no lives have been lost or 
serious injuries sustained in over 50 years of hard racing. 

The tactics involved in racing to Hawaii involve mainly 
problems of downwind sailing. It is not always easy to sail 
a boat in a downwind race. Skill is required, both as to 
technique and strategy. As shown in the accompanying 
chart, a study of some 50 years of weather maps and sailing 
tracks reveals that the high pressure area of calm comes 
close to intruding across the great circle course from the 
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mainland to Hawaii. Weather data must be carefully plotted 
and analyzed to avoid this pitfall. 

The most successful racers have sailed carefully around 
the edge of this high without going so far south as to be 
caught in the belt of calm below the trade winds. As also 
shown, the winds that blow from the northwest along the 
coast gradually come around to north, then to east, and 
finally almost to east southeast. A wise skipper will plot his 
course so that he does not end up on a dead downwind run 
the last 1,000 miles, particularly if he is sailing a schooner. 
Probably the fastest, but the most unreliable, course would 
be that along the great circle. The more reliable and in 
many ways nearly as fast a track is the one sailed in the 1949 
race by the Morning Star, a course which is now pretty 
standard for the race 

The U.S. Weather Bureau cooperates with the Transpacific 
YC by furnishing daily weather data, which is sent out to 
all participants every day so that no one boat may have an 
advantage by obtaining private weather information. How 
well they use the information is, of course, up to them.

In the May-June issues of the 1957 Yacutinc, we analyzed 
previous Honolulu racers and pointed out the importance of 
the crew.

Her experienced crew, too, were all good helmsmen and on 
that basis we picked her as the boat to beat.

About Noise 

Noise is annoving for more than one 
conditioned 
person, excessive noise is a warning o1 
danger signal. When besieged by it, a 
person's digestive and other basic body 
functions may be curtailed, heart action 
and metabolism affected, with fear and 
fighting chemicals flooding the body. 
Also, a part of the ear gives us our sense 


reason. To the ordinarily 


of balance. Constant bombardment of 


the ear canals can result in vertigo, 
causing bodilv unbalance and fatigue. 
The ear responds to sound logarith- 
mically. This means that loudness to the 
ear does not change in direct relation to 
the intensity or the power contained in 


the sound. The result is that for a noise 
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reduction great enough to be noticed, 
the sound intensity must be cut in half. 
And because the noise level from an un- 
treated engine is so high, even cutting 
the volume in half might be insufficient 
to permit normal conversation. To reach 
a comfortable noise level, a many-fold 
reduction is usually needed. 
Annoyance of noise also depends upon 
its pitch, or sound frequency, as well as 
its intensity. Low-pitched sounds do not 
bother us as much as middle and high- 
pitched tones, and sounds having the 


uugmenting sound of those particular 
frequencies. 

Thus, noises of all frequencies in the 
range of human hearing are likely to 
radiate from the engine. The relation- 
ship of the exhaust to other noises, or 
high to low frequencies, cannot be pre- 
dicted and depends upon individual 
conditions. 

Obviously, just the installation of an 
exhaust muffler, therefore, cannot con- 
s( ientiously be expec ted to eliminate all 
the noise in every boat. But it should

Mechanical Noise 

I was once on a boat which had a 
well muffled exhaust, but at a 
certain speed a sub-audible vibration of 
the engine so shook up the hull and 
rattled the windows that the pilothouse 
sounded like a planing mill.

Special mountings, of varying degrees of 
flexibility, can be used to isolate the 
engine by absorbing the vibration before 
it reaches the hull. When such mount- 
ings are used, the engine controls should 
be of the flexible-cable or hydraulic type. 
Avoid solid rods which would in turn 
vibrate and carry the noise through the 
boat, or rattle 

The annoyance factor of direct me- 
chanical noise, coming from the engine 
through the air to the ear, depends upon 
how far away the engine is located and 
the sound-absorbing qualities of the en- 
gine enclosure. A thick, rigid enclosure 
of comparatively non-elastic material has 
the greatest noise-deadening ability. As 
in a good hi-fi speaker enclosure, large 
panels can be braced to prevent their 
vibrating in sympathy and passing along 
the noise. 

Reverberation will greatly increase 
noise level. The engine room or en- 
closure should be lined with acoustical 
insulating material. Perforated tile will 
do some good, but fiberglass mat held 
in place by perforated metal or thin 
hardboard has higher absorption. Sound 
that is soaked up when it hits the first 
adjacent surface can't get out to cause

In a boat’s living and working enclos- 
ures, special tile or insulating material 
on the ceiling will do much to hush the 
noise that does show up.

N SPAIN, Malabar’s crew went their various ways, each 
enjoying the country to his own taste.

The club has beautiful facilities and a tightly enclosed 
basin where we were given a sheltered berth within 100 feet 
of the landing steps. Our only possible criticism was that the

Spanish authorities do not enforce any regulations concerning 
ships pumping out their oil tanks and the entire harbor was 
covered with a thick layer of black “petroleo.”. Our white 
dinghy was soon a horrible mess and any dock lines that 
slacked and dipped into the water were too filthy for further 
use. Our party left Malabar in the care of the club and all 
of us spent ten days in inland Spain. It was delightful, and 
we hope to go there again. 

On Mav 24 our crew began reassembling. Ed had picked 
up a “bug” in southern Spain and was not up to the trip 
home. Pete arrived the day before sailing, after a reluctant 
farewell to Madrid and its senoritas, and our crew consisted 
of the skipper, Mrs. Guckes, Stillman and Pete. We planned 
to run direct from Vigo to Lisbon, since along this coast 
there is almost no harbor suitable for a vessel of more than 


Under foresail alone we logged better than seven knots running by Cabovillano and Cape Finisterre enroute to Portugal 
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six feet draft. The approximately 200 miles 
we anticipated covering in two days and 
one night out. 

Leaving Vigo, we had our usual north 
wind, light in the morning and picking up 
as the day progressed. By nightfall we were 
back to our old rig of jib and fore, and 
throughout the night logged better than 
seven knots. By morning it was misting, cold 
and blowing hard and we all looked for- 
ward to rounding Cape Roco into the shelter 
of the Tagus River. We swung the corner, 
but there was no shelter. It was blowing 
better than 50 knots and, to add insult to 
injury, we ran through squalls of horizontally 
driving sleet. This was the 25th of May, in 
latitude 38. We thought we would never 
get “shirt sleeve weather.”

had we slowly beat up the river and edged into the little 
town of Estoril known, rather unaptly, we thought, as the

and we worked up to within spitting distance of it where 
we were able to hang on with both hooks until the storm 
blew itself out about midnight. This was our last bad weather. 


The morning came in bright and sunny. We got up our 


hooks and proceeded to Lisbon under power. After an hour 
or so of the routine of entering, we were permitted to go 
on our way to the yacht basin, tie up, and make ourselves 
at home in Portugal. 

Five delightful days in Portugal gave us time to see the 
sights and provision the ship for the vovage home.

WIND BEHAVIOR 


Including the Mysterious “Old Joe” Factor 


By TED WELLS 


(Ted Wells, several times champion and perennial top con-

IND, BEING the only motive power legally avail- 
able to the small boat racing skipper, naturally 
comes in for a lot of discussion. The begin- 
ning skipper is confused by its behavior and is thirsting 
for knowledge. After racing for several years, a sharp 
skipper will have the answers down pat. Unfortunately, after 
a few more years of experience, he is just as confused as the 
beginner, but on a higher plane. Some years ago I could 
have written a much more positive article on this subject. 
Weather patterns influence wind behavior, and _ local 
geographic features influence it; these are susceptible to 
rational analysis and you don’t have to be either a meteorol- 
ogist or an aerodynamicist to work out all the answers in a 
couple of years. What creates the confusion on a high level 
is the influence of the associates of a character named Old 
Joe, who makes his headquarters near the windward mark 
on Lake Allatoona. He has henchmen all over the world, 
and they delight in lousing up sailing regattas. 


Weather Patterns 


Putting too much faith in the effect of weather patterns 
when racing small sailboats, when you are interested only in 
the next couple of hours, is likely to leave you in the position 
of the radio or TV announcer reading a canned weather 
forecast saying it will be bright and sunny, when if he would 
only look out the window he would see that it is raining 
like everything. Once as a result of a phone call from Larch- 
mont, N.Y., to the Weather Bureau at La Guardia airport, 
where the wind was blowing 20 knots and supposed to in- 
crease, I left the docks with flat sails in spite of the local 
wind of zero with light puffs. I had a full mainsail with me 
which I was frantically putting on when Rosenfeld came by 
in Foto and towed me to the starting line. Two hours later 
we had gotten half way to the first mark when the committee 
called off the race. The wind just never got to Larchmont. 

It is necessary to have a knowledge of what to expect 
locally in order to profit by the effect of weather patterns on 
wind behavior. A front or an isolated thunderstorm will 
always produce a windshift—and whether or not you have 
any business trying to be where you can profit by the shift 
depends on local conditions. In Kansas, you had better be 
on shore when it shifts, or you will be shortly thereafter and 
not at a spot of your own choosing. 

In Florida, you can generally sail through the storms, and 
if a northward shift of the wind will help you, get into the 
storm as soon as possible; if a shift in this direction won't 
help, stay away from it as long as you can. In these storms it 
generally rains so hard you can't see anything for some time, 
and the wind doesn’t shift back where it was until a day or 
so later, so it is essential to have a good idea of the compass 
headings of all legs of the course so you won't round a 
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mark and be sailing away from the next one while you are 
still on instruments. 

Sailing just off the Malecén in Havana once, just as a race 
was about to start, there was a dandy thunderstorm over the 
city, coming our way. I didn’t like the idea at all, but the 


local experts assured me the wind would die in the storm, 
and after a while would pick up again from the same direc- 
tion from which it was then blowing. It worked right on 
schedule, and I had worked well off toward the direction that 
the wind was supposed to come from when it arrived just 
as they said it would, thereby picking up sever ral places I had 
lost in the heavy chop before the rain flattened out the 
waves. 

Local knowledge is also helpful and fairly dependable in 
deciding in the middle of the afternoon whether or not to 
put on sails that are too full at the moment, but will probably 
be just right a little later on. There are also places where 
the wind consistently dies in the early afternoon, then picks 
up later, and generally from a certain direction. I sat an- 
chored on Long Island Sound once in the middle of a race, 
hoping my friend was right as to where the wind would 
come from and when. Fortunately, he was. Study local pat- 
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terns, even keeping a record, and you will eventually catch 
on to the averages. Learn also, the signs that mean the 
averages are not holding. There are such days. 


Local Geographic Features 

The effect of local geographic features can usually be 
figured out pretty well, and generally without the benefit of 
local knowledge. A few examples will illustrate the rules. 
Lake Lotawana in Missouri is long and narrow, with high 
banks on each side. When reaching the length of the lake, 
good judgment dictates staying away from the windward 
shore—practically to the point of sailing in and out of the 
boat houses on the lee shore, and generally it works this w ay. 

At Lake Quivera near Kansas City, the wind is generally 
light and one of their marks is generally placed so close to 
shore under a high hill that you just can't get there. One 
tack is usually perpendicular to shore, and the other parallel 
to it. Ohy iously, any distance you have to cover parallel to

lee of some very tall trees. The only good place 
to be in when rounding this mark is about fifth. 
The leaders all head up wind like all the tactical 
experts say to do. The boat in fifth place hasn't 
a chance at this so he bears off at right angles 
to the course to the next mark until he is about 
a hundred yards from the trees, then heads for 
the next mark. Shortly thereafter he is in first 
place. Its awfully hard to bring yourself to do 
this when you are leading. 
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Also, don’t forget that other boats form just as effective a 
barrier to wind as high trees or high banks. Generally you 
can go a long way off course just to get clear and it will pay 
off. Before the wind, stay well off to the side that will put 
you inside at the next mark. On a broad reach, stay up wind 
if the wind is light and variable in velocity; go well down 
wind if the wind is stronger and the velocity steadier. On a 
close reach, you don’t have much choice unless other boats 
are in a luffing match. When the wind is blowing parallel 
to a high shore, the effect is unpredictable as is the effect 
of coves or points. Sometimes a knowledge of local peculiar- 
ities helps, but generally cautious experimenting and careful 
watching of other boats make up the correct system 

The only local peculiarity that I have run into where these 
rules are no good is at Green Lake, Wis. With a certain wind 
direction, the windward mark is at the mouth of a cove, and 
the port tack approach is under and very close to a high

Two hours later 
we had gotten half way to the first mark when the committee 
called off the race. The wind just never got to Larchmont. 

It is necessary to have a knowledge of what to expect 
locally in order to profit by the effect of weather patterns on 
wind behavior. A front or an isolated thunderstorm will 
always produce a windshift—and whether or not you have 
any business trying to be where you can profit by the shift 
depends on local conditions. In Kansas, you had better be 
on shore when it shifts, or you will be shortly thereafter and 
not at a spot of your own choosing. 

In Florida, you can generally sail through the storms, and 
if a northward shift of the wind will help you, get into the 
storm as soon as possible; if a shift in this direction won't 
help, stay away from it as long as you can. In these storms it 
ge nerally rains so hard you can’t see anything for some time, 
and the wind doesn’t shift back where it was until a dé ly or 
so later, so it is essential to have a good idea of the compass 
headings of all legs of the course so you won't round a 
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mark and be sailing away from the next one while you are 
still on instruments. 

Sailing just off the Malecén in Havana once, just as a race 
was about to start, there was a dandy thunderstorm over the 
city, coming our way. I didn’t like the idea at all, but the 
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local experts assured me the wind would die in the storm, 
and after a while would pick up again from the same direc- 


tion from which it was then blowing. It worked right on 
schedule, and I had worked well off toward the direction that 
the wind was supposed to come from when it arrived just 
as they said it would, thereby picking up sever ral places I had 
lost in the heavy chop before the rain flattened out the 
waves. 

Local knowledge is also helpful and fairly dependable in 
deciding in the middle of the afternoon whether or not to 
put on sails that are too full at the moment, but will probably 
be just right a little later on. There are also places where 
the wind consistently dies in the early afternoon, then picks 
up later, and generally from a certain direction. I sat an- 
chored on Long Island Sound once in the middle of a race, 
hoping my friend was right as to where the wind would 
come from and when. Fortunately, he was. Study local pat- 
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terns, even keeping a record, and you will eventually catch 
on to the averages. Learn also, the signs that mean the 
averages are not holding. There are such days. 


Local Geographic Features 

The effect of local geographic features can usually be 
figured out pretty well, and generally without the benefit of 
local knowledge. A few examples will illustrate the rules. 
Lake Lotawana in Missouri is long and narrow, with high 
banks on each side. When reaching the length of the lake, 
good judgment dictates staying away from the windward 
shore—practically to the point of sailing in and out of the 
boat houses on the lee shore, and generally it works this way. 

At Lake Quivera near Kansas City, the wind is generally 
light and one of their marks is generally placed so close to 
shore under a high hill that you just can't get there. One 
tack is usually perpendicular to shore, and the other parallel 
to it. Obviously, any distance you have to cover parallel to 


shore you should cover as far out in the lake as 
possible, tacking as often as necessary so that 
whenever you are heading for shore you are over- 
standing the mark a little 
the mark, tack immediately. 

At Council Bluffs, lowa, when vou round the 
windward mark onto a reach, you get into the 
lee of some very tall trees. The only good place 
to be in when rounding this mark is about fifth. 
The leaders all head up wind like all the tactical 
experts say to do. The boat in fifth place hasn't 
a chance at this so he bears off at right angles 
to the course to the next mark until he is about 
a hundred yards from the trees, then heads for 
the next mark. Shortly thereafter he is in first 
place. Its awfully hard to bring yourself to do 
this when you are leading. 


If you aren't laying 
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Also, don’t forget that other boats form just as effective a 
barrier to wind as high trees or high banks. Generally you 
can go a long way off course just to get clear and it will pay 
off. Before the wind, stay well off to the side that will put 
you inside at the next mark. On a broad reach, stay up wind 
if the wind is light and variable in velocity; go well down 
wind if the wind is stronger and the velocity steadier. On a 
close reach, you don't have much choi ec unless other boats 
are in a luffing match. When the wind is blowing parallel 
to a high shore, the effect is unpredictable as is the effect 
of coves or points. Sometimes a knowledge of local peculiar- 
ities helps, but generally cautious experimenting and careful 
watching of other boats make up the correct system 

The only local peculiarity that I have run into where these 
rules are no good is at Green Lake, Wis. With a certain wind 
direction, the windward mark is at the mouth of a cove, and 
the port tack approach is under and very close to a high

Part Il: Further Suggestions to Make Your Boatkeeping Easier

(Whereas roughing it was the rule in the 
old days when cruising was a man’s game 
only, now a spick and span cabin with mod- 
ern conveniences is the goal. Some of the 
equipment that makes for comfort below 
decks, in old boats and in new, was de- 
scribed in Part I, in May. In this installment 
light and ventilation, efficient lockers and 
sundry tricks the author has found useful, 
are discussed. Ep.) 


LTHOUGH the dark ages have 
passed for most cruising boats and 
we now have electric lights instead of 
feeble oil lamps in the cabin, we have 
by no means achieved the best illumina- 
tion possible within the limits of a 6- or 
12-volt sy As a matter of fact, 
lighting up pleasure boats has been 
neglected by the experts. 

Think of what has been done in the 
automotive field; the sealed beam head- 
light for instance, takes a 21 candle- 
power bulb, the same size used in many 
cabin fixtures, and it really lights the 
road. The explanation is that the head- 
light is fitted with a lens that intensifies 
and directs the beam. No comparably 
effective lens for cabin fixtures has been 
developed primarily because the sales 
potential is too small to make such a 
project commercially sound. In addi- 
tion, the majority of the boating fra- 
ternity is content with what is available, 
and is not demanding improvements. 


system. 
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Recently when I checked through the 
1959 boat equipment catalogues I was 
struck by the fact that there has been 
little or no change in several decades in 
the fixtures available. 

But there is no reason for not taking 
aboard some of the new equipment de- 
veloped for land and air service. Sailors 
have done it already with sealed beam 
searchlights. The most interesting pos- 
sibility for improving cabin lighting is 
the bulb developed for individual read- 
ing lights in planes and buses. The bulb 
has a built-in reflector and provides a 
narrow controlled beam of light which 
would be just the thing over a chart 
table in the galley or at the head of a 
bunk, particularly if you enjoy reading 
in bed. In the General Electric cata- 
logue the bulb made for buses is listed 
as No. 1383, operates on 12 volts and 
has a single contact base. This reflector 
bulb is rated at 20 watts and when 
placed at a height of three feet illumi- 
nates a circle 20 inches in diameter. The 
light intensity is between 20-30 foot- 
candle at the center and not below 10 
around the perimeter. Before the re- 
flector bulbs were introduced into air- 
liners, reading lights equipped with 
standard 19-watt bulbs were producing 
only three foot-candles of light on the 
page of a book held in the normal read- 
ing position. A comparable situation 
exists today on most pleasure boats and 





Stowage space has been increased in the

Racks for magazines, books and trays are 
handy and keep a cabin shipshape 


when you realize that the average per- 
son needs 10 to 20 foot-candles of light 
for comfortable reading, it is clear as day 
that we sailors should strive for brighter 
lights. 

As you may recall, reading lights in 
planes and buses are recessed, a type of 
installation not practical in most pleas- 
ure boats. An alternate method, and 
the one now used in airplane cockpits, is 
to set the bulb in a fixture. One fixture 
used in planes is manufactured by 
Wemac of Englewood, Cal., but it 
should be a comparatively simple job 
to assemble a fixture yourself. The essen- 
tials are a pipe or sleeve made of light- 
weight brass or other metal, a wall 
bracket with a swivelling connection, a 
single bayonet type socket and, of course 
the wires. The socket, according to 
General Electric’s data sheet, should be 
designed to the SAE specifications for 
bulb base B-1l. Such sockets can be 
bought at any electric supply store, and 
for a good and safe installation, a two 
wire system, one the ground and the 
other the hot wire, should be used. Brass 
brackets with swivelling connections are 
manufactured for household lamps and 
therefore should also be available from 
electric suppliers. Get a swivel that can 
be tightened either with a set screw, o1 
better, with a wing screw. The bulb 
measures 2.58 inches in length and the 
pipe should be long enough so that 
when set at a 30 degree angle, the pipe 
will shield the face of the bulb. Attach 
the pipe so that it can be removed when 
a bulb must be changed. 

Why dome lights should be standard 
in galleys I do not know because gen- 
erally they do not provide even passably 
good illumination. However, if this is 
what you have, and now that the sea- 
son is under way you are reluctant to 
undertake electrical improvements, there 
are several ways to make your present 
equipment do a better job. (The fol- 
lowing applies to any dome light in the 
cabin). First, check whether the fixture 
will accommodate a larger lamp than 
the ' have been using.

Since a dome light’s chief usefulness 
is for general, not spot, lighting it should 
be fitted with the deepest lens that head- 
room permits.

In an 
auxiliary, such a box-like shelf is most 
frequently installed in an after corner 
of the cabin so that the glasses can be 
easily reached from the cockpit; in a 
power cruiser the shelf is generally lo- 
cated on a bulkhead near the wheel. A 
binocular rack can be bought ready- 
made from various suppliers, but these 
racks constructed to fit 
corner space. If you want to utilize a 
corner, a shelf must be built to order. 

A magazine rack and a bookshelf are 
real assets and both can also be bought 
ready-made from the yacht specialty 
stores.

Long ago boatmen appropriated the 
Pullman Company’s clothes hammock 
idea (sometimes also the hammocks) 
and many sailors still find string ham- 
mocks useful for stowing clothes and a 
variety of odds and ends. Hammocks 
made of yacht white cotton line can now 
be ordered from Dorham, Noroton 
Heights, Conn., Crow’s Nest of New 
York and other speciality suppliers. 
However, in a hammock all things tend 
to gravitate to the center, a nuisance 
that the Pullman people have eliminated 
in their new portable clothes shelf. Its 
design is similar to a pipe berth, the 
canvas shelf being held taut between 
two parallel pipes. The shelf consists of 
a bottom piece framed with strips of 
canvas approximately 3” high which 
form a rail. The pipes (curtain rods 
would be just the thing) are pushed 
through the

A searail is obviously needed on every 
shelf or horizontal surface used for 
stowage but all too frequently is omitted. 
In most cases the omission can be cor- 
rected simply enough by screwing on 


wood or metal molding. A searail is 
especially important on shelves in toilet 
rooms where a load of breakable bottles 
and jars is ordinarily carried. Inciden- 
tally, adding a small shelf high up in a 
corner of the toilet room will help tre- 
mendously to keep medical and cosmetic 
supplies in order. 

To increase the carrying capacity of a 
hanging locker, fasten a board approxi- 
mately 6” high across the bottom of the 
opening. The board transforms the bot- 
tom of the locker into a bin, a fine place 
for stowing shoes. 

Few if any small cruising boats have 
enough hanging locker space to accom- 
modate the contour shaped clothes 
hangers which, as everyone knows, are 
the best for clothes, and the thinnest 
available hangers must be used. Plastic 
ones with three cross bars pay their way 
handsomely since each bar will carry 


ar 
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at least one pair of slacks or shorts, and 
the hanger proper can be used for a 
jacket. The light weight hangers with 
a single cross bar that luggage manufac- 
turers put into their two or three “suit- 
ers” are also satisfactory. There are two 
tvpes of hangers that do not belong 
aboard—one is the rust-prone wire kind 
that you get free of charge from the 
tailor and the other is designed without 
any cross bar and intended to bear only 
a dress, blouse or jacket. 

Lockers are not only simpler to build 
than drawers but also have the advantage 
of utilizing space more efficiently. How- 
ever, a stateroom locker used for shirts, 
handkerchiefs and all the other things 
that ashore are ordinarily put into a 
drawer may be not only inconvenient 
but also a space waster, either because 
there are too few shelves or because the 
shelves are badly spaced. The same may 
be true of a galley locker in which cans 
must be stacked one on top of the other. 
The sensible solution is to install adjust- 
able shelves so that the space between 
them can be arranged to meet the need. 

It is never healthy to have air-tight 
lockers or drawers. Air must circulate 
freely not only to prevent clothes from 
mildewing but also to protect the boat.

Competition in Junior Training Keeps Interest High

NE OF THE major problems faced by every Junior 
Training Committee at a vacht club is the mainte-

first few years of a program, the very newness of everything 


nance of a high degree of trainee interest 


keeps the youngsters interested, but after the novelty has 
worn off the committee must go beyond routine instruction 
It must include special events which build up enough interest 
among trainees of all ages so that they will, on their own 
initiative, do more than the regular class work to develop 
their own sailing skills 

At the Northern Lake George YC, we have found that 
inter-club competition is one of the best ways to obtain that 
interest. Our inter-club competition is developed at different 
levels. 

At the top of the heap of course is the Sears Cup com- 
petition for the junior championship of this continent, among

A second form of inter-club competition is the class cham- 
pionships—sectional, national, or international—conducted by 
the organized association of the boats used in the training 
program. In the small boats there are usually championships 
for Midgets up to 14 
up to 18 years 


(in some locations, 15), and for Juniors 
In rapidly growing classes like the Turn- 
about, Blue Jay and others, these championships will attract 
from 20 to 40 crews from a wide geographic al area 

Both ty pes of inter-club competition are excellent, and a 
club with a junior training program should give every en- 
couragement to its youngsters to try out for them. However, 
1 Junior Committee cannot stop there. These competitions 
only actively involve the cream of their rac ing sailors, usually 
those approa hing the top age limit of their class. Something 
must also be done for the younger sailors who, in a few years, 
may be as good or better than the older ones At present, 
however, they lack the maturity and experience to qualify for 
i championship regatta 

These younger sailors can be reached by a third type of 
inter-club competition match regattas between teams from 
two vacht clubs which can be arranged on a mutually agree- 
able basis. Usually a home-and-home series is arranged, with 


the host club furnishing the boats. Such match regattas fall 
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into two general categories, depending upon the locations of 
the clubs. In one type, the clubs are near enough so that 
transportation of crews and racing can all be done in one 
day. The other type exists where transportation takes longer. 
We find both types useful. 

This will be the fourth year for our series with the Royal 
St. Lawrence YC of Montreal. The host club furnishes the 
boats, puts up the visitors in the homes of its members, and 
arranges some simple entertainment for the second of the 
two evenings. 

Usually the visitors arrive shortly after lunch. That after- 
noon they are given a chance to sail in the boats which will 
be used in the regatta and to become familiar with the local 
waters and starting arrangements of the host club. Three or

four races are planned so that they will finish by noon of 
the second racing day, giving the visitors a chance to drive 
home in the afternoon. 

The age limits of the competitors can be mutually agreed 
upon, but as one objective is to reach the younger members 
of the training classes, our plans call for taking two crews in 
the 13-14-year-old group, and two crews in the 11-12-year 
group. At Montreal, the older crews race in Fireflys, the 
younger crews in Mt. Royals, which are junior Y Fliers. At 
Lake George we use Comets and Turnabouts. 

The one-day, near-by regatta is more directly an integral 
part of the training program in each club. The number of 
crews competing will depend on matching up the transporta- 
tion facilities of the visiting club with the boats available at 
the host club. Or, if the same class of boats is used in both 
clubs, a few of them can be transported. 

In all of the types of inter-club competition mentioned 
above except the class sectional, national and international 
championships, the boats and sails are usually furnished by 
the home club. The regattas are sailed on a full or partial 
round-robin basis, with crews drawing for boats in the first 
race and changing boats after each race on a fixed rotation. 
In the class championships, each crew takes its own boat. 

What are the elements in a successful program of inter- 
club competition? For the Sears Cup arrangements are made 
by the Junior Yacht Racing Committee of the North Ameri- 
can YRU. They draw up the rules, choose the host club 
and the type of boats to be used, and provide the judges who 
are the Appeal Committee and general overseers of the finals. 
The semi-finals are run by joint committees of the yachting 
racing associations in each of the eight areas. The first-round 
eliminations are conducted by each yacht racing association, 

In Sears Cup competition all an individual club needs to 
do is to stimulate its trainees to compete for the right to 
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represent the club in the first-round elimination; arrange for 
their transportation under proper guidance, and to provide 
sufficiently good racing training so they can meet the com- 
petition they will have to face—and this is top competition. 

The same holds true for the class championships, which 
are planned by the national or international class association 
and held by the club chosen, usually under the general 
supervision of the class association. 

Match regattas, on the other hand, depend upon the initia- 
tive and cooperation of the clubs involved. Many times the 
arrangement is the result of contacts established by a com- 
mon membership of senior club members on a Union or an 
Association Junior Training Committee; sometimes it is 
developed by the chairmen of the Junior Training Commit- 
tees of two clubs; sometimes it is encouraged by a Junior 
Training Committee of one of the 26 associations. 

A few areas of high yacht club concentration, such as 
Long Island Sound, have well-organized junior vacht racing 
associations. However, for the majority of yacht clubs, 
junior inter-club competition outside of the Sears Cup and 
class championships depends upon the initiative of the club 
officers. 

Should a club limit its choice of possible prospects for 
match regattas to clubs of approximately its own size? The 
answer to that one is definitely no. The quality of racing 
instruction given by the club is the important consideration 
A very small club can take on the largest club, provided it 
can enlist the active coaching of successful senior racing skip- 
pers who will give time to improving the juniors’ racing 
abilities, and provided those juniors can be inspired to really 
work on that improvement. 

There are few points of similarity in the characteristics of 
the Royal St. Lawrence and the Northern Lake George YCs 
The Montreal club is a big, year-round yacht club with a full 
program of activities. It has a long-established junior training 
program with five-dav-a-week, morning and afternoon, ses- 
sions; a large fleet of club-owned junior training boats; large 
grounds with separate buildings for the men, for the women 
for the juniors, and a fourth building for the snack bar and 
lockers which go with the swimming pool. It is one of the 
finest clubs in Canada. 

On the other hand, the Northern Lake George YC is a 
small club at a summer resort open two months of the year 
Its clubhouse is one large room with dressing rooms and 
toilets, and a very small kitchen suitable only to serve cov- 
ered-dish suppers. Its dues are $10 per year. The training 
course is seven years old, and provides only two training 
sessions of three hours each per week for various age groups 
from three years up. 

The points of similarity are that each club has a group 
of senior sailors of all ages who are keenly and actively in- 
terested in racing and who are willing to devote time to 
helping the juniors. At the Royal St. Lawrence one of the 
flag officers heads the junior program, while the vice-com-

George commodores all help with the program. 

At each club, the juniors are really interested and their 
skills are developed by their own work outside of the regular 
class pel iods. 


modore at Lake George is in charge. 


In many of these special sessions, some of 
which are held at regular times, they are coached by a senior 
racing skipper. In others, the youngsters arrange informal 
races among themselves. 

These informal races are developed by the juniors when 
two or three, or more, will get out in their boats and arrange 
racing situations as the mood strikes. There are usually no 
regular courses or signals. They will bunch up and race to 
a certain buoy, or there and back. Usually the better ones 
give the younger children a handicap and try to catch them 
This interest and spirit develops in a few youngsters spon-

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No Wind? 


An Analysis of Weather Conditions for the Trans-Pac 


By JOCELYN NASH 


HREE THINGS are indispensable to a sailboat race: 
the boats (presumably equipped with sails, gear and 
crew), a reasonable supply of water ‘neath the keel, 

and some wind. 

The Honolulu Race has customarily been well endowed 
in all departments. Historically, this biennial event has lured 
some of the finest racing yachts, not only from the West 
Coast, but also from eastern, southern and foreign racing 
circles. This contest, from Los Angeles to Diamond Head, 
has for its arena the Pacific Ocean between 119° and 155° 
west longitude, and bordered (at the navigator’s option), by 
some 14 to 15 degrees of latitude. After leaving the 
tinental shelf the nearest land is from one to three miles 
straight down—enough water to satisfy the most discrimi- 
nating mariner! 

Ah! But what of that nebulous, capricious quantity—the 
wind? T’is obvious that in a sailboat race where the marks of 
the course are separated by some 2,225 miles of ocean, air 
flow in generous supply is an essential. 

The first two weeks of July were chosen as the time for 
this event because years of experience had taught that 
favorable winds were almost a “cinch” during that period. 
This has prevailed, in varying degrees, since the first race 
in 1906, but by 1947 the science of meteorology began to 
intrude upon a navigator’s peaceful existence. After the 
development of weather forecasting in World War II, the 
sailing man began an attempt to apply it to his basic problem 
of staying in the best wind for his boat while sailing the most 
direct practicable course from start to finish. During that 
year Westward kept track of the daily weather and made 
the information available to those who wanted to use it. In 
1949 history was made when Morning Star broke a 26-year 
elapsed time record for the passage. During this same event 
the system of ocean racing weather-forecasting came of age, 
with most of the fleet cooperating in, an@ benefiting greatly 
by, the receipt, transmission and use of the data. Skeptics 
felt there had been wind “all over,” but the experts, Bob 
Allan and A. K. Showalter, explained that the conditions 
were normal, the forecasts having enabled the fleet to stay 
in the breeze, and as in the case of “the Star,” utilize a reach- 
ing wind 90-95% of the way. (No wonder it was a fast race! ) 

It is interesting that, because longshoremen were staging 
one of their strikes in Honolulu that year, none of the usual, 
abundant surface weather data was available from steamers. 
Hence, the pressure reports came mainly from the fleet it- 
self, Coast Guard and naval vessels, and aircraft. Though 
not nearly as accurate or complete as in future years, the 
maps of conditions and forecasts gave the sailing man his 
first real understanding of the “Pacific High” and its behavior 
in relation to his racing boat. 

Many reviewers became a little hysterical after ’49 since 
they felt the race had been reduced to a simple “downhill” 
exercise in plotting positions, decoding a few cyphers, and 
copying some occult scratchings on interestingly-lined paper. 
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con-

had been taken out of the affair. The 
53 came and went, methods of communicat- 
ing weather information improving all the time. Less and 
less of the fleet was troubled by sailing too far north into 
the center of the High with its absolute calm, nor handi- 
capped by sailing too many extra miles to the south for an 
assured breeze. 

Then in 1955 a gigantic fleet of 53 boats experienced the 
fastest and roughest passage in the race’s history. The wind 
was “supposed” to die that first evening off Catalina Island 
but it never stopped blowing until we closed the door to the 
hotel room in Waikiki Beach. The maps were plotted, but 
the event was more a simple matter of 
her”—and hope the boat holds together! 
came and looked for us, this time. 

With this background 34 boats embarked upon the 1957 
Trans-Pac, confident that come what may, they would receive 
the data enabling them to set new records. This was poten- 
tially the fastest fleet ever assembled for the event, with 
specially designed gear, new sails, the finest electrical and 
mechanical equipment, and highly trained and experienced 
personnel. Many a “weather expert” had earned a berth, 
and on each craft it was felt that they had the tools with 
which to choose the best course, get the most from their 
boat, and conquer all. 

It cé ume therefore, as a rather low blow to find the wind 

“a-dyin’” by the sixth day out. The individual competitor 
got small comfort from the daily position reports at 0800 
roll call which indicated the entire fleet suffering the same 
fate. To compound the confusion, the weather reports (al- 
ways sent in official International Weather Code) might as 
well have been in Swahili. They shed no light on the prob- 
lem of finding or generating a good breeze. 

Len Leary described the situation in his September ‘57 
YACHTING article on the race saying, “the weathermen on 
all the yachts were a harried and perplexed lot, with numer- 
ous highs and lows appearing where only one large high 
normally reigns—a frustrating situation.” Rudy Choy, in his 
article of the same month “Along for the Ride to Honolulu” 
in the catamaran Aikane, echoed the feeling thus, “The 
daily weather chart which Bill Truscott, navigator, prepared, 
revealed the most jumbled puzzle of highs and lows that I 
have ever seen for the month of July.” 

The overworked navigational departments were further 
unnerved by a thick overcast which descended where tropical 
sunshine, high cumulus clouds, sudden squalls, and trade 
winds usually _ previ ail. They were forced to resort to the 
“guestim: ition” type of dead-reckoned position after their 
craft had chased zephyrs of uncertain direction, at incon- 
stant speeds, for varying periods, while the 1000-foot ceiling 
made accurate sun or star sights impossible. 

Surprisingly to this impatient spirit, no one died of old 
age before reaching Honolulu. But the experience left its

In effect, the wind 
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mark indelibly impressed upon our 
bump of curiosity. We have subse- 
quently haunted libraries for reference 
material, plagued weather-bureaus, and 
pumped innocent oceanic forecasters, in 
an effort to unearth the why—the so- 
called scientific explanation of all this 
misfortune—and to try and see what can 
be learned for future ocean races. “No 
Wind” is chiefly in debt to George 
Templeton, at the San Francisco Inter- 
national Airport, who finally brought 
“weather ’57” into clear focus, and made 
us realize the far reaching effects of 
such a departure from the “norm” as 
occurred that year. 
For purposes of comparison, let’s take 
a good look at the weather patterns and 
winds that can be expected from a plain 
old average, garden variety, seventh 
month of the year. By early July the 
sun has been shining brightly almost 24 
hours a day for two to three months, on 
the arc of the north polar cap. Having 
reached summer solstice and just turned 
south, it has warmed that area as much 
as is possible during a few months’ brief 
effort. Thus, at this time, there is less 
temperature difference between polar air 
and tropical marine air, than at any 
other period of the year. Since the 
earth's air conditioning system is de- 
pendent upon differential heating be- 
tween the latitudes, in July when the 
thermal difference between air-masses is 
at a minimum, there is the least tendency 
for meteorological activity between them. 
It should be remembered that a front, 
or boundary between air-masses is a 
potential weather factory, sort of a giant thermo-dynamic 
machine. Along its zone of impact the dissimilarities between 
air-masses generate their own energy. (Barometric pressure 
is lowered and air starts circulating counter-clockwise around 
this low.) During a normal July the reduced dissimilarity 
results in a reduced potential for the dev elopment of storms 
(strong low pressure cells.) Accordingly, the Aleutian “low” 
is most pronounced in winter and all but disappears in the 
summer. Furthermore, the polar front can be expected to 
recede far to the north by July, often lying above the arctic 
circle. Accompanying this is the normal summer migration 
northward of the Pacific High, one of the world’s dominant 
semi-permanent high pressure cells. 

Conclusion: Meteorologically speaking, the best possible 

time for a race such as the “trans-pac” is early July: 

—there will be fewer and less intense storms (lows) gen- 
erated along the polar front; 

—the northerly position of the frontal boundary assures that 
any minor lows generated will march harmlessly off from 
their cradle in the Bering Sea, through the Gulf of 
Alaska, and across the barren tundra of northern Canada; 

—consequently the “Pacific High” is left to reign undis- 
turbed, dominating the weather over the entire north- 
eastern Pacific, the Hawaiian Islands and west coast of 
the United States. Circulating blissfully about in a clock- 
wise direction, its trade-winds blow down along the coast 


and beckon the yachtsman to tag along as they swing 


into the tropic regions. 

As Bob Allan discussed in his article in the Mav, 1957 
YacuTinc® the windless center of the High fluctuates to the 
northwest or southeast (or anywhere in between ) normally 
during July in the vicinity of 150° West longitude and 30°

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to 40° North latitude. Furthermore, the high-pressure, clock- 
wise circulating system is made up largely of subsiding ait 
parcels, that is, descending parcels of air which are heated 
continuously on their downward journey. They thus become 
unsaturated (with respect to moisture ) which accounts for 
the clear skies enjoyed over large areas of the system. The 
wind direction of the well-behaved high is about 20° from 
a geographic parallel to the isobars, a function of the force 
of the pressure gradient, centrifugal force, and the deflective 
force of the earth’s gravitational pull. The equation of its 
velocity is principally a function of the steepness of the 
gradient, plus the distance from the center of the system, 
combined with the latitude. (i.e., with a given spacing of 5° 
between 3-millibar isobars, the wind velocity will be about 
seven to ten knots at latitude 25° north, eleven to 16 knots 
at 20° north.) In simpler English, there should be a fair 
wind in July to the land of palm trees and pineapples; 
weather maps need be consulted to determine how far off 
a short or rhumb line course it is necessary to steer to avoid 
the High’s center. 

But—we should have stayed home in "57 
and Weather forgot to read the script! 

The trouble began before the Independence Day start, 
as the high had been weakening due to the progression of a 
minor storm (low) through the Gulf of Alaska. By the 5th 
the High center was still up at 43° north, encouraging much 
of the fleet to hold “up” on a northerly course for the time 
being

the conditions for good wind still prevailed near the 
coast. By the evening of the 6th the second cold wave 
developed which formed a low of its own. Its main effect 
was to keep the High cell weaker than usual.

O TWO MEN will agree on what 
N is necessary equipment for a small 
cruiser and what is junk.

Aboard the Small Cruiser There 
Must Be a Place for Everything and 
Everything Must Be in Its Place

tric light fixtures are located beneath 
the cockpit floor on each side of the 
engine and in the stern locker. The back 
of the cockpit seat hinges forward for 
instant access to the rudder port, quad- 
rant and steering cable turnbuckles, or 
to ship the emergency tiller in the event 
of a cable parting. This stern locker has 
104 cubic feet of space between the 
tanks, large enough for a steamer trunk, 
two five-gallon cans in chocks, and 
various other containers. 
There are items of equipment for 
which space is seldom provided in small 
cruisers, yet as these items are usually 
taken on cruises the cockpit and cabin 
are cluttered by them, perpetually hav- 
ing to be moved from place to place 
The toilet room is sufficiently large 
and well ventilated to serve as a clothes 
locker. To this end, on each side of the 
door, installed thwartships beneath the 
deck, is a rod for clothes hangers. Shore 
clothes are hung on the port side, heavy 
weather gear on the starboard. Lanyards 
lash the clothes against the bulkhead to 
keep them from chafing from the mo- 
tion of the boat, a necessity discovered 
by expensive experience In the 
forward corners are hung the laundry 
bags. Three grommets in the mouth of 
each bag hang it from hooks located in 
the corner and on each side to hold the 
bag open as a receptacle for soiled

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DRIVING FOR THE WATER SKIER 


The Skill of the Driver and the Boat’s Equipment Are Essential Considerations

OST SMALL BOATS capable of 20 m.p.h. or greater 

are used to tow water skiers at one time or another. 

Any skier will confirm the fact that his enjoyment 
in skiing, and his safety, increase in direct proportion to the 
knowledge and skill of the boat driver. A few simple modi- 
fications to many boats will make them much more suitable 
for skiing without interfering with the boat’s capabilities for 
other uses. 


Equipping The Boat 

Where a boat is to be used primarily for water skiing, a 
towing pylon is strongly advised. All boats used in American 
Water Ski Assn. sanctioned tournaments are so equipped 
For outboard boats a tripod is mounted so that its apex, where 
the tow line is fastened, is about three inches higher than 
the top of the motor and approximately two forward of 
the transom. On inboards the pylon is a rod or pipe about 
three feet high, standing on the keel just forward of the 
motor, topped by a ring or cleat. It is usually braced to the 
seat back or deck and does not interfere with use of the boat 
for other purposes. In outboard boats, where a tripod would 
be inconvenient for other uses of the boat, the towline can be 
attached to a “Y” shaped bridle of rope secured to eyebolts 
on either side of the top of the transom. However, the use of 
a pylon is preferable. In addition to keeping slack line out 
of the water, the above attachment points help keep the 
rope out of the propeller when reversing.

The towline should be 75 feet long from point of attach- 
ment to the skier’s handle. Although quarter-inch linen and 
manila lines are fine, the yellow, braided, polyethylene line is 
preferred by most skiers and boatmen because it floats, is 
easy to see in the water, comes out of the water almost dry 
and never rots. 

An absolute must for safety and ease of driving is a rea 
view mirror which permits the driver to keep an eye on the 
skier without shirking his primary task of watching where he 
is going. Particularly good are the convex mirrors which give 
a minified image with a much wider angle of view, and are 
much less sensitive to boat vibration. 


Signals 

Che boat driver and skier are separated by 75 feet or more 
of space and a lot of noise. Communication between them 
is, of course, not only desirable but often necessary for safety

When the driver wants to warn the skier of rough water, 
he should blow the boat’s horn or whistle two short blasts. 
This, of course, assumes there is no traffic around to which 
these signals might have another meaning. When a driver 
wishes the skier to drop off, he can slow the boat perceptibly 
and point to the skier where to drop off. 


Handling The Boat With A Towline 

A few hints that will help the experienced boatman who is 
not accustomed to having a ski towline on his boat are as 
follows: 

At 25 to 30 m.p.h. a towline without a skier imposes about 
the same drag on a boat as the same towline with a skier. 

If the line is attached to the stern lifting ring or cleat of 
an inboard, rudder control is sometimes lost during a sharp 
turn and the boat goes straight irrespective of wheel position 
This is because the rudder To regain 
control you must decrease the rate of turn, cut throttle or 
both. Increase in rudder angle or power won't turn the boat. 

Before backing up, turn the boat so that the line goes over 
the side instead of the transom. With a towing pvlon this is 
easy. In general, avoid situations where reverse is needed.

Driving For Takeoff 

Whether from the dock, shallow water or deep water, there 
is usually a good deal of slack in the line at the moment when 
the skier has his skis on and calls “In gear,” signifying that 
he is ready to go. With the engine idling, shift into forward 
and watch the skier to see that he has the tips of his skis 
above water. An experienced skier will shout “Hit it” when 
he wants you to accelerate, but with a beginner you must be 
the judge. In a water start it is correct to drag the skier for a 
second or two at idling speed, then very slowly advance the 
throttle. Don’t give full throttle quickly, as many drivers do 
with the thought that they are thereby helping the skier. It 
is much easier for the skier if you take four or five full seconds 
to get the pull-up thrust on the boat. 

For a dead start from the dock, the acceleration should 
start when there are about five or six feet of slack left. Here 
acceleration may be a little more rapid, but still not too fast. 
It is far more desirable to be on the low acceleration side 
and let the skier get wet to the knees or thighs, than to jerk 
him forward on his face with too fast a start. 

In maneuvering fora deep water start, try to have the boat 
downwind of the skier so that the wind on the boat will keep 
the rope tight while the skier is getting ready. For dock or 
shallow water starts always start approximately perpendicular 
to the shore. This keeps you away from the neighbors and 
gets the skier in deeper, safer water as soon as possible. 
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Getting A Fallen Skier Back On The Skis 

If a skier falls and signals he is OK, cut throttle immediately 
to idle and then start the 180° turn back to him, keeping the 
motor idling in gear. Going slowly gives him the time he 
needs to get the skis back on his feet. Head to a point about 
a boat’s Ww idth to one side of the skier. As the bow reaches 
this point steer hard toward the skier making a right angle 
turn. Still idling, continue on this course for a few seconds 
and watch the rope as it pulls across the turn to the skier. 
(See Fig. 1) When the handle is 10 to 20 feet behind him, 
shift to neutral so he can grab the handle and will not be 
jerked by the boat. An experienced skier can grab the handle 
and be ready to go without your having to shift out of for- 
ward gear, if you maneuver the: boat as mentioned above. 


Picking Up A Skier In The Boat 


If the skier signals that he wishes to get into the boat, first 
pull the line aboard. Incidentally, it doesn't help to coil it 
up too neatly. Just pull it in hand over hand into a pile on

the floor. This wav it seems to come out without knotting. 
Then idle the boat up to the skier and use reverse to stop 
when the skier is about eight or ten feet to one side. Turn off 
the ignition. Shifting to neutral is not enough; the propeller 
may still be turning slowly. First take the skis aboard, then 
help the skier in. A portable ladder, or steps built on the 
transom, are handy. 

If the skier appears to be hurt when he falls, cut the engine 
to idle and make the 180° turn back to him. It’s faster than 
a power turn in most boats and doesn’t throw a big wake 
which might focus on the skier just as you get back to him. 
Then go back to him at moderate speed and cut the engine 
so you coast up to him. An inner tube or life preserver should 
be handed to him before you grab his arm. If he is injured, 


the most comfortable place to be is in the water with enough 
flotation so there is no worry of drowning. Great care should 
be exercised in trying to lift any injured person into a boat 
If the situation permits, he should be left in the water until 
professional assistance is available, as an injury can be ag- 
gravated by manhandling someone over a gunwale. If con- 
ditions require bringing him aboard, try to avoid any severe 
twists or strains.

® No one has tried to make a secret of the fact that the 
world’s unrestricted water speed record was last November 
pegged at 248.62 statute m.p.h. by Donald Campbell in his 
jet-powered Bluebird. However, this “unrestricted” category 
—which was created quite recently to accommodate jets—has 
failed to attain the popular appeal of the unlimited propeller- 


driven class. Certainly the unrestricted mark has lacked 
| competitive popularity, its pursuit having consisted almost 


solely of Campbell’s uncontested efforts. The record which 
has been most highly prized as long as there have been 
powerboats belongs to Jack Regas who, late in 1957, drove 
Edgar Kaiser's Hawaii Kai to the existing standard for prop- 
driven unlimiteds (195.33). 

Despite the early-established popularity of the unlimited 
record, speed trials for the creation of such straightaway 
marks were not sanctioned by the American Power Boat Assn 
until 1914. In that year Paula Blackton’s Baby Speed Demon 
II attained an average of 51.726 m.p.h. 

In those days speed trials consisted of six runs over a 
measured mile—three in each direction—with a “mean of 
means” speed being calculated as the boat’s performance 


| This practice was followed until 1930 when APBA shifted to 
| the current method of accepting the average of the speeds 


set in two runs—one in each direction. (For current world 
record purposes, the course can be one nautical mile, one 
statute mile, or one kilometer in length. ) 

The then breath-taking speed of a mile-a-minute was first 
officially exceeded by the syndicate-owned Miss Minneapolis 


| which posted a 61.083 aver: ige in 1916. 


The famous Gar Wood-Miss America combination made 


| its initial entry in straightaway speed record history in 1920 
| when this Liberty-engined craft reached 74.87 m.p.h. The 
| following year Miss America II, packed with four Libertys, 


boosted the standard to 80.567. 

Wood continued to improve “his” record until 1930 when 
Britisher Sir Henry Seagrave piloted his Miss England II at 
98.76 m.p.h. in trials which cost him his life. The following 


| year Gar became the first man to pass the century mark by 


attaining an average of 102.256 in Miss America IX. This 
was bettered that same year by Kaye Don who finally coaxed 
Miss England II up to 110. 293. 

In 1932 Wood added another mile an hour only to have a 


| new Miss England top him with a speed of 119 8. Then Gar 
| made what turned out to be his final record-breaking runs 


(barring his emergence from retirement). In Miss America X, 


| equipped with four engines developing a total of 6400 hp.., 


he pegged the standard at 124.915 m.p.h. 
Five years later Sir Malcolm Campbell, in his 2150-hp 


| Bluebird, took the record back to England with a speed of 


129.416. The following year he improved this slightly. Then, 
in 1939, with a new Bluebird II, he ran 141.74—a mark that 


| was to stand for 11 years. 


Possibly the most electrifying record of all time was the 
160.323 fabricated in 1950 by the then unknown combina- 


tion of Stanley S. Sayres and Slo-mo-shun IV. Two vears 


| later the same pair boosted this impressively to 178.497.

They 
are a graphic portrayal of the conditions which may or may 
not result in wind through the area of his principal concern. 
Just as you can’t race to Bermuda without a thermometer, 
the barometer must go to Honolulu. Everytime it’s going to 
be different, but one of these years the conditions will be 
right for a rhumb line (short course) all the way and then 
watch the elapsed time records tumble! 

Since the race must start July 4th, rather than waiting 
around until the meteorologists decide conditions look the 
most promising, the yachtsman has to take his weather as it 
comes, adjust his course, and make the best of it. The profes- 
sional experts are reluctant to forecast specifically more than 
a day or so ahead since there are so many unpredictable 
forces at work on a given air mass at any one time. The 
government's five-day prognostic charts are more accurately 
described as predictions of the average tendency over the 
coming five-day period. On no one day do they mirror the 
actual conditions experienced. To anticipate likely weather 
we must follow the guidance of “norms” for the period in 
question, remembering that the greatest certainty is that 
actual conditions will vary somewhat (or very much 
any hypothetical average. 


from 


In analyzing the Pacific High and its possible wanderings, 
note that a steep gradient means there will indeed be wind, 
the weather and the High’s center will move more 
rapidly and changes will be more pronounced. Highs tend

svstem’s center and falls to the rear. The reverse occurs in 
the case of a low. 

If the high is nearly round or otherwise symmetrical it 
will follow closely a line connecting the isallobaric center 
line. (A line connecting the centers of greatest pressure rise 
and fall.) But, if the system is oblong the direction of travel 
lies more nearly along the long axis of the wind system than 
toward the region of largest pressure increase. By plotting 
the previous day’s path and velocity of change it is possible 
to extrapolate for the ensuing short period. Unfortunately, 
“short period” must be emphasized, as the paths and patterns 
rarely remain unchanged for more than a day or so.

Guard of our present course and of our ETA at the bar’s en- 
trance at 0630.

Evidently no Coast Guard ship is 
kept in readiness at Westport except for the small “roll-over’® 
boats which don’t go out that far to sea. 

As we yawed along in the early morning hours, we dis- 
cussed the cause of our batterv shift. There had been, we 
knew, about a quarter of an inch space between the batteries 
and their containing tray. Our heavy roll had started the 
force of inertia which generated enough power to tear loose 
the wooden bulkhead supports, whose strength was never 
intended for such a sudden thrust. 

Dawn came raw and gray, all the more unpleasant for 
us with our lack of sleep and the tension of the preceding 
10 hours. By 0530 we finally sighted the Coast Guard cutter 
rolling toward us, only a few miles out of the Harbor. Shortly 
thereafter we met and maneuvered the Monsoon II carefully 
alongside the cutter. In the rough currents it took two at- 
tempts for them to get a heaving line over to us and then 
a sea bag, 2” x 4”s, wedges and spikes. Jack and Gordon 
went below once more to add this further bracing to the 
tilting battery bank. Again I hand-steered to keep the ship 
as level as possible, thankful I could now at least see the 
swells ahead. 

By 0730 we were as well shored as was possible until 
permanent repairs could be made in the harbor. We relayed 
this message to the Coast Guard cutter. Her skipper sug- 
gested we stay outside another four hours for slack water, 
as the tide was then ebbing through the jetties. 

“It’s still pretty lumpy in there,” he told us. 

Certainly it was not smooth where we were and we knew 


that to circle for four hours in this sea would be no less 
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hazardous than to cross the bar at the moment, and would 
shorten our time of imminent danger 

“We'll go in now” Jack told their skipper. 

“All right” he replied tersely. “Follow me in, but if you 
lose your radio, strike your colors.” 

Bushed as we were, we laughed at that last message. If 
we did lose our radio power, we would lose everything 
aboard ship at the same time in one big blast. Just who, | 
asked, is going to dash 60 feet or so aft to haul down Old 
Glory? 

Although the cutter was a 125-footer and she stayed about 
300 yards ahead of us on our wild ride across the bar, her 
mast often disappeared completely from our sight in those 
tremendous seas, seas that came up from everywhere and 
smashed against themselves in indescribable fury. It was 
no wonder to us that more people and ships have been lost 
at Gray’s Harbor than at any other Pacific Coast port. After 
20 minutes of back-breaking work at the wheel for Jack 
(most of the time it meant full rudder from block to block), 
we slewed and wallowed our way into somewhat calmet 
waters. Part of the time, the marker buoys were out of sight 
behind towering seas. Two 50’ “roll-over”® Coast Guard 
boats came out to add to our convoy when we were ap- 
proaching the entrance to Westport Harbor. They told us 
later that they were seldom able to rescue anyone should a 
ship broach on the bar 

“Waves smash ’em right to the bottom,” they said laconi- 
ally, “but the bodies come drifting onto the beach bye ’n 
bye.” 

There were other and grimmer stories of bar victims, told 
us by local fishermen. We heard only a part of them; we 
had work to do. With the help of a ship's carpenter, Jack 
spent most of the day putting things in order.

feet. At 75 miles we spotted the island dead ahead, and 
sailed on into Santa Cruz de Tenerife. Tenerife was another 
delightful island, this time Spanish instead of Portuguese so 
that again we found fuel oil all over the water. However, 
we thoroughly enjoyed the scenery, the people and the 
climate. Tenerife also makes a wine which we sampled, 
liked and loaded aboard. On June 14 we shoved off for the 
long passage down through the northeast Trades across the 
Atlantic and up to Bermuda. 

From port to port was 29 days, and for all of this time 
there is not much to tell. Our first 24 hours were slow and 
baffling, but eventually we picked up the real Trades out 
of the northeast. The sailing charts indicate that the northern 
limits of the Trades during June and July are about 25 de- 
grees North, above which one might expect the stagnant 
area known as the Sargasso Sea. We slanted southwest to 
keep within the Trade belt, and eight days out of Tenerife 
we were down to the latitude of 23 North and about 35 de- 
grees West, longitude, half way between the African coast 
and Barbados 

Here we experienced a rather interesting problem in 
celestial navigation. We were near the 23rd parallel on 
June 22-24, just at the time when the sun was at its most 
northern point, 23 degrees north. As a result, the sun rose 
exactly in the east, made a straight line exactly vertically 
overhead, and set exactly in the west. Any time during the 
day, a sight would give us a line of position running north 
and south. At noon it is quite a problem to sight the sun 
when it is within less than one degree of vertical, and it is 
necessary to take this sight at exactly noon local apparent 
time. Fortunately, we had several planets which were very 
brilliant, and we were able to get some evening star sights 
which confirmed our noon latitude 

The trade winds were lighter than usual and we made 
rather disappointing time, not doing more than 120 miles 
per day. By the time we were in 50 degrees west, Bermuda 
lay well to the north of us and, although we knew by the 
pilot charts that the winds there were lighter and more 
variable, we laid a straight course for Bermuda. We suffered 
by our impatience, because three days later we were almost 
becalmed. We spent two days making very little distance, 
then decided to use most of our small supply of gasoline to 
motor across the calm area and pick up the expected south- 
wester. 

We used up our allotted amount of gas and found we had 
only driven ourselves deeper into the southwest corner of 
the Sargasso Sea. The wind was no longer light; it was 
absolutely missing. We sat and waited, the second day 
taking off all sail to prevent its slatting. By the third day 
there was not even a ground swell to slat our sails. We set 
the awning and waited. That evening the ocean was so still 
that each star was reflected as though from a sheet of plate 
glass. The following morning the sun came up in a white 
glare and it was impossible to see any line of demarcation 
between sea and sky. Looking down at an angle of 45 de- 
grees from the deck, the surface of the water could not be 
made out and fish could be seen lolling along in the shadow 
of the hull. The boys wanted to swim, but when the skipper 
pointed out a 15-foot shark taking life easy under ou 
quarter they decided otherwise.

The fourth day of this, it seemed prudent to go on re- 
stricted ration of water. We 500 miles from 
Bermuda and had water for normal use for nearly three 
weeks more, but no one knew how long we might lie in this 
unearthly calm. Spanish galleons are still supposed to float in 
the Sargasso Sea. On the fifth day, we picked up a light 
breeze and made some 25 miles. 

By the next day we had a southwest breeze and were on 
our way to Bermuda

wobbler had more breeze than it wanted and we took it in 
in tatters. On our 29th day out, dead ahead and within an 
hour or so of our estimated time of landfall, a low smudge 
showed up on the horizon. We sailed up to St George's, 
started up the iron breeze motored into Hamilton harbor 
and received the welcome of the Royal Bermuda YC. The 
red carpet was ten feet wide! 

After a month at sea Malabar’s crew was ready for a bit of 
shore leave. Pete and Derek were particularly excited as 
Bermuda was the first port since leaving America where the 
local girls spoke English! The day after we arrived Arch 
McIntosh, who had been a member of Malabar’s crew for 
more years than anyone else, arrived by air full of enthusiasm 
for the last leg home 

Six days in Bermuda was still not enough for the crew 
but “the Boston gals were on the towline” and, on July 17 
at the crack of dawn, Malabar motored out to Kitchen Shoals 
and set working canvas to a fresh southwest breeze. We 
hoped to be home in five days 

By eight o'clock that evening it was blowing hard with a 
rough, lumpy sea, our mainsail was furled, and were driving 
fast under fore and jib

out. We sewed from six o’clock in the morning until three 
that afternoon, when we had a sail that didn’t look beautiful 
but was plenty strong. All went well for two quiet days of 
sailing. We crossed the Gulf Stream under conditions which 
would have delighted a racing fleet going to Bermuda. North 
of the Gulf Stream unaccountable our 
sights placed us more than 35 miles southwest of our dead 
reckoning. We checked our sights and tried to make fresh 
ones but by that time the sun was partly overcast. The sights 
seemed to agree but still we felt grave doubts as to ou 
position. We were approaching George Shoals, and the fog 
closed down solid 


for some reason 


Just to make the navigation a bit more 
sporting, our taffrail log fouled on a clump of weed and the 
line which had been towed through some 8,000 miles of 
ocean parted. 

The Maine coast was some 300 miles away and the direc- 
tion and distance of our landfall was in doubt with no good 
way of knowing the distance we would run. In thick fog 
we proceeded north. 

By a rough dead recokning position, on the morning of 
July 24 we estimated ourselves something like 60 miles south 
of Monhegan, still moving in dense fog at just about steerage 
way At noon—we werent sure it was imaginary or real—a 
faint fog signal could be heard up ahead.

It is interesting to note that although we had 318 hours of calms, 
light winds and moderate breezes we carried full working sail 
only 268 of these hours; the difference being that the seas were 
still rough and the going mean even after the winds had let down 
and no one was anxious to crowd on sail. Had we been racing 
this might have been an entirely different story. The schooner 
rig with its sail area, when reduced, being well forward made 
an ideal cruising vessel for heavy going. 

Our log mentions hard winds, overcast skies, heavy seas and 
unpleasant sailing almost continuously from the time we left the 
States until we had reached Lisbon at the end of May. The 
weather during the winter of 1956 was unusually cold in Europe 
and the bad conditions continued throughout the period of our 
passage. No doubt they were worse than usual but even so, even 
the month of May is early in the season for comfortable cruising 
on the European coast. Had we not been anxious to complete 
our voyage by the first of August, we would not have attempted 
such an early passage. In spite of the weather we did prove that 
a sound boat conservatively sailed can make the trans-Atlantic 
passage with a crew of old men and in spite of hardships give 
everyone a thoroughly happy voyage to be long remembered.

For instance, why are synthetic sails so much faster than 
cotton sails that no racing skipper would consider cotton 
today? One sailmaker says it’s basically the smoothness of 
the fabric. The next says smoothness has nothing to do with 
it—it’s because you get a controlled shape that doesn’t change 
with age, stress and weather, as cotton does. Other reasons 
given—lack of porosity; more actual area working; stability of 
material. 

A racing skipper shouldn't expect his boat to just automat- 
ically start winning races when he changes to Dacrons, sail- 
makers point out. You have to get the hang of how to set 
and trim your new sails before you start getting the full 
benefit of them—they take a bit different handling than cot- 
tons did. 

On one point they agree—it’s not, as many sailors believe, 
because Dacron working sails are lighter. They aren't, except 
in the rain, when cotton absorbs about half its dry weight 
in water. To be sure, nylon, for instance, has perhaps four 
times the breaking strength and five or six times the tear- 
resistance of comparable cotton sailcloth. But to get sails 
with the stability to hold their shape, sailmakers use just 
about the same weight, for a given boat's sails, that they 
would in cotton. One actually goes a bit heavier; no one 
said more than 10% lighter. One made the point that heavier 
Dacron working sails hold their draft better in light airs and 
a motorboat “bobble,” if the boat is kept heeled a bit. 

Dacron sails are preferred for racing because of the 
greater speed they give a boat, but they have drawbacks, 
too. Sailors used to curse the “shingle-butt” canvas of big 
schooner sails for the difficulty of handling the stiff, heavy 
stuff, especially when wet. Dacron yacht sails are not as 
heavy, but their hard, slippery surface makes them devilish 
things to handle.

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Along the same line, you see more sails over the side than 
you used to with cotton, because the synthetic stuff is so slip- 
pery. Luckily a wetting does it no real harm. And a man can 
step on one of these synthetic sails lying on deck and skid 
right over the side. Maybe the solution is to breed a race of 
sailors with tiger claws on fingers and toes. Or maybe just 
breed smarter sailors. , 

On one thing all sailmakers agree—there is no need for 
the many hours of careful breaking in by easy stages that 
could make a sail a winner or—if not done 
properly—ruin it for life. With Dacrons, you put your sail 
on the spars, heave around on halyard, downhaul and out- 
haul as hard as you like, and go out and sail, blow high or 
low. If the sail looks right the first time, it’s a good sail for 
life (though some say it may “mellow” a trifle with age and 
sailing). If it looks bad, send for the sailmaker, because no 
amount of tender care in breaking in will improve a syn- 
thetic sail that isn't right to start with. It must be altered

Durability a Strong Point 

Durability is presumably one of the great virtues of syn- 
thetic sails. No one knows yet just how long they will last— 
“Too long, maybe,” say some sailmakers. Few Dacrons have 
yet worn out, at least since present-day methods and mate- 
rials have been Im use

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harm; others would rather stow them dry. Mildew—the curse 


of damp cotton sails—is a controversial point. 

Everybody knows that mildew can't grow in synthetic 
fibers. We were discussing this very point with a sailmaker 
when his phone rang and an irate customer complained that 
the new Dacron sails he’d bought last fall came out of the 
bag this spring all mildewed. The fact is that while mildew 
can't grown in synthetic fibers it can grow on them. You 
sails can, for instance, pick up mildew from a mildewed 
cotton sailbag or cover. 

As the DuPont chemists put it, “Mildew spots . . . grow 
on the surface dirt that yachtsmen sometimes allow to ac- 
cumulate on their sails.”. The important point is that, while 
mildewed synthetic sails may look just as bad as mildewed 
cotton sails, the mildew doesn’t sink its roots into the svn- 
thetic fiber and destroy it, as it will cotton 
mains unimpaired 


Its strength re- 
The discoloration can be scrubbed off— 
some recommend using Chlorox. (More later on washing 

Nylon, exposed for long periods to strong sunlight, will 
after a few seasons crumble in your hands. On Dacron, sun- 
light effect is very much less, though it does deteriorate the 
fabric—especially the stitching, some say—to some extent. In 
normal pleasure craft use, where sails are exposed only a few 
hundred hours a year, sun effect on Dacron can probably 
be ignored. For a yacht making a long ocean passage, as in 
the Trade Winds, it might be something to think about 

Don't flip any cigarette butts into your sail—the stuff won't 
burst into fame, but it'll melt and leave little holes. Other- 
wise the degree of heat met in normal use seems to have 
little effect, though hot sunlight will shrink the material 
somewhat over a period of time. Extreme heat can shorten 
the life of the cloth, however, and perhaps the worst enemy 
of Dacrons sails is overheating of the threads in machine sew- 
ing. The stitching must be done slowly so the Dacron thread 
doesn't heat up 


Stitching, most (but not all) sailmakers say, is the synthetic 
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sail’s weak point, especially with the hard-surfaced Dacron. 
Stitching in the early days of synthetics caused sailmakers 
untold headaches before they learned what to use—Dacron 
thread to sew Dacron, nylon for how to 
minimize heat damage in

| Dacron working sails 
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One-Design Sails Are Possible 


One thing you can have with synthetics that you couldn’t 
with cotton—“one-design sails.” If a sailmaker uses the same 
run of synthetic cloth—if possible even the same bolt of 
cloth—from one mill, and has the same people do the same 
work on them in the loft, they should come 
identical as human frailties allow, and remain that way 
whereas cotton sails, even if alike to start, “aged” differently. 

You sometimes hear it said that cotton sails were a “safety 
valve” in that they would usually split or blow out before 
the ship was too badly overpowe red, before the masts went 
out of her or other gear let go, whereas Dacron’s and nylon’s 
strength can lead to dangerous sail-carrying. There is a point 
here, especially with big genoa jibs, which racing men now 
carry in winds much stronger than comparable cotton genoas 
would stand. There a time when something has to 
give. Most sailmakers agree that sheets and such fittings as 
snaphooks, clew irons, slide shackles, etc. should be stronger 
than for cotton; some even approve of stronger spars.

Seamanship Is Still Necessary 

But all agree that this whole question boils down to a 
matter of seamanship. When a vessel begins to be over- 
powered or starts popping her gear due to carrying too 
much sail, it’s usually because she’s commanded bv an in- 
competent seaman who didn’t know when to shorten down. 
The fact that a skipper has cotton sails or Dacron sails may 
influence his judgment up toa certain point, but he must 
know what his ship and gear will stand, 
accordingly.

Apparently no new materials are being developed that are 
likely to take the place of Dacron and nylon in sails in the 
near future, for which sailmakers, weary from a long siege 
of learning new techniques, are duly thankful. 

Here are a few more tips and suggestions we picked up: 
Never let grease or oil get near a synthetic sail—vou can’t 
get rid of the spots , 

Carbon tetrachloride cleaning fluids may be used safely 
and successfully to clean synthetic sails of dirt and spots, 
including oil or grease spots 

Iwo things to avoid with Dacrons are extreme heat (like 
lighted cigarettes) and sharp creases. The ideal way to furl 

Dacron sail would be to roll it up on the boltrope, ot 
around the boom 

Yachtsmen who use their Dacrons in fine weather and put 
on their old, cut-down heavy cotton sails when it blows are 
being silly—it’s in hard going that Dacron is at its com- 
petitive best against cotton.

and at the requested value for the run. To do this the speed 
must be stabilized and the boat lined up with the course be- 
fore entering the first gate. When the skier starts to cut for 
the buoys, he will slow the boat down. For this reason the 
speed should be about one m P h. too high as the boat goes 
through the gate. After the skier’s first pull, the driver should 
glance at the speed and adjust it to keep the desired value 
Don't try to correct speed each time the skier pulls. In- 
stead, try to get a throttle setting which will give the 
average value 


best 


As you go through the end gate continue straight until the 
skier gets through, go about 50 vards more, cut power a littl 
and then make a turn to the right of about 45°. Swing over 
into a left turn and continue so that you come right out in 
line with the Adjust the throttle 
for the speed of the return run and repeat the procedure for 
the trip back 

If the skier falls in the course, cut the throttle to idle and 
make a sharp turn, being certain that the line does not go 
around a buoy and shift it out of position 
Jump: Driving for the jump is not easy. The path of the boat 
for a “right handed” skier is as shown in Fig. 3. The boat's 
path should be exactly parallel to the side of the ramp and 
from 20 to 45 feet to the side, depending upon the skier’s 
choice. Most beginners like it on the close side; however, if

Ski shows ne arly always involve two or more skiers behind 
the same boat, which makes take-offs a real test of driving 
Since all ropes won t tighten at once if vou don't start per- 
yn ndicular to the dock or shore, doing this is doubly impor 
tant. Often it’s impossible to get all ropes tight at once. In 
this case the driver must judge just how much he can pull the 
first skier without letting him sink too deeply and still not 
jerk the rope for the later skiers 

If one of a group falls off, it is usually best for the othe: 
to immediately let go too. Then the boat can circle around 
and pick them all up together If the othe 
let go the driver must cir¢ le and let them down and stop in 
exactly the right spot to pick up the fallen skies

The Observer 


A number of states have recently enacted laws requiring 
that the towboat always carry a second person who is pre- 
sumed to act as an observer. If this extra person has knowl- 
edge of boating and skiing and keeps his attention on the 
skier and the towline, the intent of the law in promoting 
safety will probably be fulfilled. However, the 
Water Ski Assn., which is also very much concerned with 
safety in skiing, and whose officers have followed skiing ac- 
cidents for 20 years, believe that this law is unwise. The 
Model State Law of Council of State Governments, which is 
recommended for adoption by all states by the Outboard 
Boating Club of America and the American Water Ski Assn., 
gives the alternatives of a wide angle rear view mirror or an 
observer.

The reasoning behind this is that an unskilled observer, 
taken in the boat only to comply with the law, represents an 
added burden to the driver and may obstruct his view or 
otherwise distract him. 


Safety 

Safety for the skier is almost wholly the responsibility of 
the driver. The following hints may help you to have an 
accident-free ski driving record: 

1. Never back up to a skier in the water. Circle around. 

Glance at the rear view mirror as often as possible when 

no imminent hazards ahead. 
Don’t pull skiers where there is traffic. 
Don’t pull a skier in less than five feet of water. Over 
eight feet depth is better. Many serious accidents to 
skiers come from falls in shallow water. 
Keep speeds steady and below 28 m.p-h. High speeds 
are for tournament skiers only.

Keep your boat passengers off the decks and gunwales. 

When a skier falls, ascertain at once whether he is OK. 

If so, return at idling speed. 

Don’t follow another skier. 

Have an extra life jacket or inner tube handy for the skier 

at all times. 

Learn to ski yourself. It’s half the fun of owning a boat 

and you'll be a better driver because of it.

I'll now eat crow. In years past I have poked a lot of fun 
at the Mormon Elder Captain Devere Baker when he tried 
unsuccessfully with rafts Lehi, Lehi II] and Lehi III to drift 
from San Francisco to Hawaii, and then failed to give him a 
word of praise when he drifted Lehi IV from Redondo 
Beach to Maui.

summer. Never another peep out of him until Bill Taylor 
told me that Major Carlin, with blood in his eye, had been 
asking for me at the time of the New York Motor Boat Show. 
I thereupon wrote Richard Gordon McCloskey, secretary of 
the Slocum Society, who keeps track of all small boat voy- 
ages; and learned that sure enough the Half Safe, which left 
Annapolis, Md., in 1948, had arrived back only a decade 
later. This circumnavigation and the passage of the Lehi 
IV should l'arn me never to say that it’s impossible to cross 


an ocean on stilts or snow tires.

DETROIT JOTTINGS

& Windmill Pointe YC, at the headwaters of the Detroit 
River, faces possible loss of its clubhouse, grounds and docks 
if the city-owned island on which it is located is turned 
into a 750-boat marina.

The State cuts in for a 
6¢ tax per gallon. Boating people seldom ask for, and gas 
station operators rarely offer, a receipt. It also is necessary 
to fill out a form MF-53 which must be obtained from the 
Michigan Motor Fuel Tax Division, at Lansing 18, Mich. 


None of the stations have the form. The State’s Marine fuel 
tax division also has difficulty getting its hands on the re- 
fund. The highway department collects it and keeps it 
Last year the Marine fuel division collected only $240,506 
of which $18,626 was refunded. 

Boat tax money is spent on highways. The State Water- 
ways Commission, which could use the money for harbors,

MARTIN S. KATTENHORN 
& Martin S. Kattenhorn, of New Rochelle, N.Y., one of the 


east coast’s best known cruising yachtsmen, died April 26 
at the age of 84. A charter member of the Cruising Club of 
America, he served as its commodore in 1924 and again in 
1927, and for many years has been the senior member of 
that club’s board of governors. 

“Marty” Kattenhorn was best known as the skipper of 
Surprise, a 44-ft. over-all schooner which he had built for 
him in 1918 and was still sailing 40 years later. Literally 
sailing, for except for one brief experience of a few weeks 
many years ago, he never had an auxiliary engine in her. To 
watch him sail the schooner in and out of tight corners where 
many men would have had trouble maneuvering a power- 
boat was an education in sailing seamanship. 

Surprise was the product of T. F. McManus and of D. M 
Waddell of Rockport, Mass., designer and builder respec- 
tively of many famous fishing schooners. 





She was prob- 
ably the first “fisherman type schooner” built specifically as 
a yacht, and she set a whole fashion in cruising yacht design 
For the next dozen years and more, developments of the 
“fisherman schooner” dominated offshore cruising and ocean 
racing. Surprise outlived most of them, and she and her

Your marine radiotelephone can be a 
wonderful safety device, but a great deal 
depends on the way you use it. To make 
sure your ‘phone fulfills its safety func- 
tion properly, the FCC has established 
a set of rules covering radiotelephone in- 
stallation and operation. 


For example, all ’phone-equipped boats 
are required to monitor the international 
calling and distress 

frequency of 2182 kc. 

when underway. 

This means that, in 

case of emergency, 

your distress call is 

certain to be heard 

by all such boats 

in the area, put- 

ting help only as far 

away as the nearest 

of these boats. By 

the same token, 

Fred E. Lawton you’re sure to hear 
another boatsman’s emergency signal and 
so be able to come to his aid at once. In- 
cidentally, the FCC is enforcing this rule. 


Because staying tuned to 2182 ke. can 
yrove inconvenient, many boat owners 
ave found it desirable to install a channel 
monitor for this purpose. As its name 
suggests, this simple, compact, low-cost 
unit receives marine channels. With it 
you can monitor 2182 kc. without heavy 
drain on your battery, or you can listen 
to 2182 ke. at the same time that your 
telephone is tuned to another channel. A 
transistorized 5-channel unit, Model 
CM.-5, is available from Raytheon. Many 
boatsmen like a channel monitor even if 
they do not have a radiotelephone—just 
to listen in on the “party line”’. 


Another FCC regulation requires that you 
be able to answer your radiotelephone 
within 5 seconds of being called. If you 
are alone on the flying bridge of a boat 
and the ’phone is in the cabin, this is no 
mean feat. That’s why more and more 
boatsmen are installing remote control 
units for their ’ phone in their deck house, 
flying bridge, or other convenient loca- 
tion. Many of the newer remote control 
units change channels, besides controlling 
volume and on-off. Raytheon’s remote 
control Model RCC-1 changes up to 10 
channels, works up to 25 feet away from 
the radiotelephone, and can be used with 
a variety of recent Raytheon ’ phones. 


By the way, radiotelephones now come 
in a variety of sizes and models, ranging 
from compact, easily removed units to 
powerful, permanently installed offshore 
models.

& M.I.T’s national champions winning 
impressively in the Boston Dinghy Club 
Cup April 18-19, Princeton upsetting 
Navy in the Middle Atlantic Spring 
Invitational April 11-12, and Wisconsin 
edging visiting Tulane at the Ohio State 
Intersectional April 18-19 were the vic- 
tors in the opening intersection regattas 
of 1959 for college sailors.

HOW TO DE-CAPSIZE YOURSELF 
ot 1959 yearbook of the Raven Class contains so much 


useful information on how to sail, rig and care for a 
Raven that a rank beginner ought to be able to read it 
through and go out and give the hot shots some competition. 

One of the articles is “Capsizing,” written by class chair- 
man. Charles F. Kingsley, |r., of Huntington, L.L., who 
writes like a well-qualified expert and veteran in this line of 
work. His article contains much good sense and useful 
advice, applicable to boats of many other classes even 
though they may differ from Ravens in some respects, such 
as wood instead of metal masts. Mr. Kingsley points out 
that capsizing is not a prerogative of any special class of boat. 

“Every centerboard sailboat,” he writes, “can be capsized. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise has not been caught out in a 70- 
knot line squall. Small dinghys have capsized to windward when

with caution and when a squall catches a closely bunched racing 


fleet only a few hundred yards from the finish line every skipper 
‘goes for broke.’ 

“Some centerboard sailboats with wide decks and narrow cock- 
pits, will not necessarily swamp on capsizing. Boats with wide 
cockpits will swamp, settling down so that they are about 60 to 


80 percent submerged, but they do not sink. If you know and 


accept these facts, you are in no more danger than you would 





be if you were lowered slowly into the water alongside the dock. 
Your greatest danger is from boats trying to come alongside to 
help you. 

“Now, presuming you were unable to prevent swamping, you 
find yourself submerged, with mast and sails flat on the surface. 
You 


have an excellent view of the race and have time to study all the

“Third—Run a life jacket or large float out on the spinnaker 
halyard (with ends joined so you can haul it down later). If 
unable to do it on spinnaker halyard, make float fast to head of 
jibstay. This will keep mast on the surface. 

“Fourth—Trim mainsheet hard and secure it. 
will hang vertically and mainsail with it.) 

“Fifth—Cast off and lead fair the halyards and get the main 
and jib aboard and somewhat secure. 

“Sixth—Try to retain gear floating out of cockpit.

“Seventh—When conditions permit, detail two men to stand 
on the centerboard, and two men to stand by, in the water, to 
catch the lower gunwale, which will keep her from rolling over 
to the other side when she rights. 

“Caution—Keep all helpful power craft away until this stage. 
They can be kept busy salvaging gear to leeward or breaking 
the seas to windward. Under no circumstances allow them to 
come close aboard. This is dangerous and will only add to the 
confusion.
